“natural advantages” of the old days? 
Your present handicap may be your 
future strength if your site is one that 
logically fits into America’s new air- 
way scheme. , 
Have your a city that would attract 
a profitable tourist traffic were it 
more accessible? Have you need of 
new industries, but face a difficult 
transportation problem? Would you 
benefit were distance halved to cities 
about you, and markets brought but 
a few hours from your door? 

Aviation Is Waiting. 

In all these situations the new 
transportation system, aviation, waits 
to aid you. 

As but one illustration of its multi- 
ple utilities, there is the dispatch of 
bank vouchers by air mail. Banks in 
New York city have fuund it not only 
expeditious, but economical. By get- 
ting the paper to its destination 24 
to 48 hours earlier, they save one or 
two days’ interest. This saving last 
year amounted to hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars. 

The uses for airplanes at your mu- 
nicipal airport can be prophesied part- 
ly in the light of experiences at other 
fields. They will be used for training 
pilots, for excursions to distant points 
of interest and beauty, and for taxi 
service. They will also be used for 


advertising, for dusting crops with in- 
sect poison, for aerial scirveys of the 


town and country, and for map mak- 
ing. Airplanes haye been used to as- 
sist in fighting ‘forest fires, their part 
consisting of making rapid surveys of 
the conflagration so that mev on the 
ground can work intelligently. 

Still other uses will be found. Pi- 
lots are ingenious men, and if someone 
suggests a job that requires a plane, 
they will find a way to do it. Com- 
mercial aviation has already gone far 
enough to get itself on a sound basis, 
but it has not nearly exhausted the 
possibilities of the field. 

Georgia Air-Minded. 

The cities of Georgia have devel- 
oped air-mindednéss at a propitious 
time. The industry. has even greater 
promise than the railroads had yester- 
day. Aviation is not held down bg 
wooden ties and iron rails. The air- 
plane’s medium of travel is found. any- 
where. 

There is but one limitation. The 
airways do not have to be construct- 
ed, but they are nevertheless airways 
because their direction is determined 
by the terminals at either end, which 
are the airports. 

An air-minded city in Georgia that 
has an airport at the edge of town 1s 
a terminal for several airways, each 
extending to the airport of Atlanta or

Federal Reserve in Atlanta 
Sends $1,000,000 to Tam- 
pa To Stop Runs. 


Tampa, Fla., July 17.—(4)—Fail- 
ure of 15 state banks in southwest 
Florida today with aggregate deposits 
of more than $22,500,000 was regard- 
ed by State Comptroller Ernest Amos 
tonight as being the “darkened hour 
just before the dawn.” 

In a statement to the Associated 
Press, Comptroller Amos sgid he be- 
lieved the primary cause of the fail- 
ures was “unnecessary withdrawals, 
propaganda and the mental attitude of 
the people.” % 

‘There is a financial depression to 
a certain degree everywhere in the 
state,” the comptroller explained, 
“which has been accentuated by the 
effect of the Mediterranean fruit fly 
and quarantine. I tegard this as the 
darkened hour just before the dawn, 
however, if the people will not tear 
down the temple upon their own 
heads. ‘This is what they are doing 
now.” 

Aggregate capital stock of the 15 
financial institutions which closed to- 
day, according to figures at the state 
banking department, was $3,630,000; 
deposits $22,575,728.97, and assets 
$29,641,366.68.

The Constitution was requested by the Carnegie Foundation for 
International Peace to select a member of its staff to join representa- 
tives of ten other American newspapers to take a trip to Japan and 
China for the purpose of studying conditions with a view of bringing 
about closer relations between these countries and the United States. 

Francis W. Clarke, managing editor, was assigned to make the 
trip for The Constitution, and today this paper publishes the sixteenth 
of a series of articles from Mr. Clarke, which will include his trip to 
the Orient and back.: His letter, which follows, was written from 


Kobe, Japan. f 

Kobe, Japan—* Wait-a-bit, would-be , 
suicides ! God is love. Come and 
talk it over with Nobu Jo.” 

As the result of this sign, on a fa- 
mous “suicide hill” in this city near- 
‘ly three thousand girls and women 
have been saved for useful lives. 

One of Japan’s most perplexihig so- 
ciological problems is the constantly 
growing number of those who eacu 
vear take their own lives. From one 
end of the empire to the other there 
ure favorite suicide spots where the 
despondent travel tv put an end to it 
all. These spots are always at points 
where there are great heighths from 
which the suicide can leap—at water- 
falls, cliffs, bridges and even at 
shrines. 

On the outskirts of Kebe 1s a spot 
of great natural beauty, a pine-toppe/ 
hill, overlooking the sea far below, 
down a steep cliff. From its edge for 
ages past, the morose Japanese, with 
their fatalism and lack of fear of 
joining the gods of the after-world, 
having thrown themselves down to the 
jagged rocks around which the sea con- 
istantly foams. 

Then came in 1926 to the home of 
Mrs. Nobu Jo the kind of a marital 
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advertised through the press and by 
circulars that sbe was ready to help 
women in distress. Soon her work 
began to show results and funds be- | 
gan to come in to help her in her ef- ; 
forts. | 
Now she has a large receiving home, ; 
with a still larger one nearing com- ; 
pletion, where women, their. illusions 
blasted, can come for rehabilitation 
and to gain strength to again go out 
and face the world. Of these women. 
some are wives. many concubines, of 
which the number in Japan is stag- 
gering, some unmarried girls and few 
geishas, most of them between the 
ages of 18 and 20. 

In many cases Mrs. Jv is able to 
right the wrongs which they have sut- 
fered. In others she builds strength 
c* character to enable them to over- 
come the weaknesses which have led to 
their downfall. For some she secures 
employment while others stay with 
her long enough to undergo a period 
of training. Some stay a compara- 
tively short time while more difficult 
cases remain for years. 

Thus from the wrecking of one 
hcme has become the saving of the 
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At all the suicide spots around Kobe 
she placed these signs, which, modest 
at. first. are handsomely painted now 
and illuminated at night. She _ re- 
ceived the enthusiastic support of the 
police, who have had to keep men at 
these spots all over Japan to prevent 
as far as possible this terrific annual 


loss of life. 
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And if those who doubt the efficacy 
of prayer could see the calm, peace- 
fulness of the home of this humble 
little Japanese woman, who but for 
her faith in the teaching of Holy Writ 
have thrown herself over the 
cliff to join the thousands that had at 
this spot chosen oblivion as the way 
out of their troubles—then perhaps 
we of America would have fewer

Britain to Lead Way. 

Great Britain was regarded as like- 
Iv to lead the way.- Ramsay MacDon- 
ald, British labor premier, is on the 
verge of offering to restore British- 
Russian diplomatic relations, severed 
now for two years. Any belligerent 
move by Russia would not only halt 
this intention, but would prove great- 
lv embarrassing to the pacific Mac- 
Donald. As in the United States, 
many in Britain are opposed to any 
sort of relations with Russia. 

From Russian’s standpoint, any 
strong action would seem likely to 
cause the post-war ring of hostile na- 
tions to form about her; and it was 
hoped here that some step would be 
taken, possibly today, to ameliorate 
what at the moment is an ugly situa- 
tion. 

Both China and Russia are signa- 
tories of the Kellogg pact. Russia 
has shown every intention lately of 
byilding up good relations with na- 
tions that have opposed her communist 
leaders. Russians, not only the gov- 
ernment but the people, were angered 
by the Chinese railway seizure and the 
arrest of many Russian officials. They 
regarded the move not as aimed real- 
ly at communist propaganda, but 
against Russian participation in the 
railway administration—a purely dip- 
lomatic maneuver. Therefore, it was 
hoped here that some action might be 
taken at once to prevent further mis- 
understanding and recrimination be- 
tween the governments involved. 


'RELATIONS SEVERED 


BY TWO COUNTRIES. 

Moscow, July 17.—(#)—Russia_to- 
night broke off diplomatic relations 
with China. 

The note placed entire responsibility 
for all consequences upon the Chinese 
government. It announced also that 
all soviet diplomatic and consular offi- 
cials and all government commercial 
representatives would be recalled at 
once from China. 

Makes Note Public. 
The soviet government made public 


having come in response to an ulti- 
matum from Russia. In this note the 
soviet union said that all means of 
reaching an amicable settlement had 
been exhausted. 

It further declared that all soviet 
officials would be recalled’ from the 
Chinese Eastern railway. That all 
railway communications between sov- 
iet territory and China would be sus- 
pended and that the diplomatic and 
consular representatives of the Nan- 
king government would be ordered im- 
mediately to leave the union of soviet 


fsocialist republies.

The Russian action in breaking off 
diplomatic relations with China came 
at the expiration of time set in an 
ultimatim which the soviet union dis- 
patched to the Oriental republic on 
July 138. That ultimatum gave the na- 
tional government at Nanking three 
days in which -to rescind its action in 
seizing the Chinese Eastern railway in 
Manchuria. 

It also demanded restoration of of- 
fice of the Russian officials who had 
been deposed from their places in the 
railway and liberation of all Russian 
nationals who had been imprisoned. 
By the terms of the ultimatum the 
closing of Russian institutions in Man- 
churia, such as banks, railway unions 
and business syndicates, also was to be 
rescinded. 

While the three days specified in 
the ultimatum would have expired 
Tuesday, the soviet government learn- 
ed there had been a delay of at least 
twenty-four hours in translating and 
transmitting the note to Nanking. 
With this time added, the ultimatum 
expired at midnight Wednesday, which 
was almost the exact hour at which 
announcement of the break was made. 


Conciliatory Reply. 


Tass Agency, official Russian news 
distributor, described as “a cencilia- 
tory communique.” As given out in 
Moscow, the Chinese nationalist gov- 
ernment in this reply said it desired 
only ; eaceful relations with the soviet 
union, and that the measures taken at 
larbin ought not to affect the rela- 
tions between the two governments, 
the intimation being that they were 
directed at individuals rather than the 
Russian state itself. 

As announced in China, the Nan- 
king reply contained three points 
which the nationalists considered of 
especial importance, The first was 
that Chu Zao Yang. former ambassa- 
dor at Moscow, would soon leave Nan- 


king for the soviet capital to discuss 
all questions between the two govern- 
ments. The second was a demand that 
Russia release all Chinese citizens who 
were imprisoned within soviet terri- 
tory, and the third was a demand for 
adequate protection of Chinese nation- 
als in Russia. 

While Tass destribed this note as 
“conciliatory,” and while that estima- 
tion was echoed from Tokyo. the pop- 
ular opinion of it’ was reflected by 
mob attacks upon the Chinese con- 
sulate in Moscow. These were espe- 
cially violent on Tuesday night.

Washington,, July 17.—(4)—The 
Senate finance committee approached 
the end of its long bearings on the 
house tariff bill today. by listening to 
conflicts over the new administrative 
provision affecting Canadian wheat 
milled in bond in the United States. 

Buffalo milling interests assailed 
the proposed amendment to the law 
whereby Canadian wheat wmilied in 
bond in this country and integded for 
export to Cuba would be taxed about 
45 cents a barrel or 30 per cent, which 
is the amount tariff reduction 
granted by Cuba to American flour. 

Southwestera willers not only in- 
dlorsed the proposed change but asked 
that it be tightened to guarantee the 
Cuban preferential market to flour 
made from American wheat. 

Receive More Protests, 

While the hearings were progress- 

ing, the state department forwarded 
to the committee two more foreign 
communications complaining of the 
house rates on granite and matches. 
The protests came from the Swedish 
Match Company and the Association 
of Swedish Granite Industries. 
The committee hopes to conclude its 
five weeks of public hearings tomor- 
row.

Dr. Kegel and Dr. Herman N, 
Bundesen, county coroner, were arous- 
ed by the apparent repetition of fat-l- 
ities from the gas in the deaths of 
Joseph Painter, his wife, and their 
year-old baby, on the heels of the 
death of Mrs. Viola Clark, north side 
artist. 

Removal of the gas from the sys 

tems was started voluntarily by the 
company which had installed the ma- 
chines in both the Painter and the 
Clark apartments, although the coro- 
ner’s jury found a poster at the Paint- 
er apartment declaring a previous 
jury had been mistaken in deciding 
Mrs. Clark died of methyl gas. The 
poster had been placed in the apart- 
ment by the company. 
. The jury said the poster was open 
to “severest criticism.” After visiting 
the apartment, the jury agreed to meet 
again Monday afternoon. 

With the deaths of Guinea pigs 
used in experiments by the health 
department, Dr. Kegel today said he 
regarded the single refrigerating units 
as dangerous as the large systems.

Detectives believed Smithson stagger- 
ed to the mirror and although dying 
from the temple wound, slashed his 
throat while he looked in the glass. 

The coroner accepted the tragedy as 
murder and suicide,

WOMEN ARE URGED 
0 COVER KNEES 


Salem, Ore., July 17.—()—A reso- 
lution urging women to wear dresses 
of sufficient length to cover’ their 
knees when sitting as well as when 
standing was adopted last night by 
the Catholic Women’s Society in its 
national convention here. 

Birth control and the new freedom 
for women were dealt with in other 
resolutions. Preceding their adoption, 
delegates to the society and to the 
Catholic Central Verein of America, 
heard addresses deploring the alleged 


immodesty of present fashions in dress 
and the practice of birth control. 
The resolution on feminine skirts 
deplc-ed “the trend on the part of 
girls and women who by displaying 
too much of their physical form have 
become a source of temptation to all 
men, young and old.” 

The birth control reselution assert- 
ed that the dominant motive behind 
the movement “is not the economic 
consideration but the desire to shirk 
the responsibilities of large families 
and the desire of many mothers’ to 
escape the sacrifices demanded of 
them.” 

Still another’ resolution 
anything that destroyed woman's “real 
duty and Christian prerogative” is 
“deplored and looked upon as retard- 
ing rather fhan advancing the cause 
of social progress. 

“Hit and run” marriages and di- 
vorces Were denounced in an address 
by the Rev. Gregory Roble, of Port- 
land, Ore., as “a cancer to society in 
every land and especially here.” 
“Libertinism and license are’ the 
underlying causes of this shocking and 
demoralizing condition,’”’ he said, add- 
ing that the immodesty of dress. of 
women was “a constant moral danger 
to the innocence of young men. a 
“Our modern dances,” he said, “har- 
bor a great danger to the innocence 
of our young people. Saturday night 
dances and those before holy days 
should be sternly interdicted by church 
and parental authority.’’ He further 
declared “‘moonshine and automobile 
outings by the unmarried are most 
dangerous to the very concept. of 
morality.”

Senator George will stop over in 
Atlanta for a few hours Thursday to 
deliver an address before the chamber 
of commerce. Later in the day he is 
expected to depart for his home in 
Vienna, spending several weeks therc 
while awaiting the reconvening of con- 
gress on August 19. 

“Due to an aroused ‘and militant 
public sentiment encouraged by and 
reflected very generally in the editorial 
expressions of the newspapers of the 
country,’ he said, “it is my belief that 
the finance committee will adopt a bill 
whose rates in many instances will be 
under those contained in the house 
bill.”’ 

Asked what sort of a bill he thought 
President Hloover would stand for, 
Senator George replied: 

Keeps State Secret. 

“While the president has thus far 
mauaged tu keep the state of his mind 
as regards the proposed tariff bill, a 
dark secret—even to the extent of 
shutting out the faintest glimpse to 
republican leaders of the senate—I be- 
lieve. Mr. Hoover desires and wants 
to see enacted a tariff bill carrying 
rates as high as will not endanger its 
passage. He has not indicated any- 
thing to the contrary though efforts 
have been made to ascertain his atti- 
tude with a view to enlightening the 
finance committee. Calling the con- 
gress in session to enact a tariff bill, 
one of whose major effects would be to 
benefit agriculture, the president seem- 
ingly stepped out of the picture and 
not even his shadow has since been dis- 
cernible.” 

Commenting further and somewhat 
in detail, Senator George said: 

“The democrats of the senate fi- 
nance committee, I am certain, desire 
to write a fair tariff bill. ‘They have 
believed and yet believe that the rates 
should be so adjusted as to equalize 
the economic condition of agriculture 
with industry. But there is no pur- 
pose to deny those industries in need 
of a readjustment of tariff duties fair 
treatment. 

No Equalization. 

“We have believed that the economic 
conditions of the farmers of the north. 
east, south and west, could not be 
equalized with the condition of indus- 
try if the present wide disparity be- 
tween industrial and agricultural rates 
were continued in the 1929 tariff. 

“The efforts of democrats, progres- 
sives and a liberal minded press un- 
doubtedly will bear fruit in reducing 
the house rates in many instances, 
and in my opinion some of these re- 
ductions will be material. 

“The real conflict on the senate floor 
will be on the so-called administra- 
tive provisions.

COUNTY PENSION 
PLAN |S APPROVED 


Approval of a proposed constitu- 
tional amendment which would give 
Fulton county the authority to levy 
taxes to pay pensions of county offi- 
cers and employes was voted Wednes- 
day afternoon by the county commis- 
sion. Action on the bill which would 


fix the amount of the pensions, etc., 
was deferred. 

The commission rescinded its pre- 
vious action in instructing the county 
attorney to prepare legislation to put 
the court reporters back upon a fee 
basis. H. L. Parry. B. B. Barnett 
and Walter N. Echols, court report- 
ers, appeared before the commission. 
The reporters have been paid with a 
regular salary since 1923. 

A proposed bill to reduce the num- 


ber of special court bailiffs appoint- 
ed by the sheriff was approved by the 
commission. The bill would give the 
commission authority to reduce the 
sheriff’s baliff appointments to 10, 
but would not interfere with the two 
bailiffs allowed each judge. The bill 
also would give the commission au- 
thority to fix the bailiffs’ compensa- 
tion. 

The commission discussed 
to provide for annual registration of 
voters, but did not take any action 
on the proposed measure. A _ recom- 
mendation by Chairman Paul S. Eth- 
eridge that the abolition of the posi- 
tions of clerk and stenographer of the 
board of registrars be held up until 
the general changes are made in Je- 
cember was deferred until the August 
meeting of the board. Mr. Etheridge 
made the recommendation provided the 
clerk and stenographer are instructed 
to devote their entire time to check- 
ing the registration against the tax 
list. The registration bill would ap- 
ply to Fulton only, and would pro- 
vide for registration to begin Novem- 
ber 1. with a provision for registra- 
tion 30 days prior to an election in- 
Stead of the present six months pro- 
vision for general elections,
